Our Death Rate Far Below 

General Average for the 

United States. 

“Don't worry and live long,” 
advises the 1916 report of ihe 
Los Angeles health depart- 
ment, issued yesterday. This 
interesting advice is the cream 
of a report on the city’s vital 
statistics, showing that our 
death rate is 11.312 against 
the general average for the 
United States of 14.1, as set 
out in the 1915 census bulletin. 

It appears from the report 
that 1770 more births oc- 
curred than deaths during 
1916. The statistics show that 
during the year 6222 persons 
died here from various causes, 
or 11.312 per 1000 population, 
and that 7992 births occurred, 
or 14.531 per 1000. The ratio 
is figured on a basis of a pop- 
ulation of 650,000. 

Incidentally, the report dis- 
closes that the rate of deaths 
from typhoid and diphtheria 
has decréased greatly.

The San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, 
in a circular advocating the passage of the 
“Where a strike or 
a lockout affects a public utility, like a rafl- 
road or a telegraph company or a light or 
power company, not only the comfort but 
the material welfare of a great portion, and 
in some cases all, of the public will neces- 
earily be directiy affected by a strike. The

Francisco: “Before the public is subjected 
to the discomfort, to the loss, to the injury 
resulting from a strike or lockout on a pub- 
lic. utility they are surely entitled to know 
what the dispute is about, to form their 
opinion concerning the merits of the dis- 
pute and to bring to bear upon the seftle- 
ment of that dispute the force of a carefully- 
matured public opinion. This in substance 
is what the mediation act will accomplish;

MAYOR IS GRATIFIED OVER 
BOARD'S ACTION. 


Says Agreement to Use of Route 
Long Beach ‘or Diver- 
sion of Storm Waters Opens Way 
for Effective Harbor Work if 
Proposed Bond Issue Carries. 
The Washington announcement in 
yesterday's Times that the United 
States Board of Engineers has agreed 
to the proposed change of route 
through Long Beach for the diver- 
sion of storm waters was read with 
gratification by Mayor Woodman, 
who received, a confirmatory tele- 
gram from Congressman Benedict. 
It means that the Federal appro- 
priation of $1,080,000 contingent on 
the voting of the flood protection 
bonds by the county, can be used for 
the new plan. | 
Mayor Woodman said the decision 
means the wiping out of all obstacles 
in the way of the new storm-water 
control plan for the harbor district. 
The appropriation will only be avail- 


able, however, if the people vote fa- 


vorably on February 20 on the prop- 
osition to issue bonds to the amount 
of $4,450,000 for flood control and 
harbor protection. The government 
will dig the channel between Long 
Beach and the harbor, but the city, 
county and State must provide the 
funds for rights of way, damage 
awards for property to be taken, and 
for maintenance of the channel. 


EXEMPT DECISION. 
CEMENT SEWER PIPES 


A decision is expected this week 
from the Board of Public Works 
upon the request made to it that 
specifications for sewer pipes 
changed so as to allow manufacturers 
of cement pipe to compete with the 
vitrified clay pipe interests.

TRIAL OF PARISI ON MURDER 
CHARGE IS BEGUN. 


Girl Over Whom Gun Battle Oc- 
curred, with Fatal Result, is E- 
pected to Testify Today in Be- 
half of Her Lover and Place 
Blame on Rival. 


With his sweetheart the principal 
witness for the defense, Frank Pa- 
risi yesterday afternoon was placed

The girl is Rosie Smith, She was 
present on the night, October 29 
last, when the two young men en- 
gaged in a gun battle, and when she 
takes the witness stand today she is 
expected to place the blame for the 
shooting upon Andrade. 

The duel took place near the girl's 
home at Newhall, after Andrade, 
who boarded with Miss Smith’s par- 
ents, followed her and the defend- 
ant down the road. The girl, at the 
preliminary examination, testified 
that she saw Andrade across the 
highway, and, noticing that he had 
something shiny in his hand, 
warned her companion. A moment 
later, she said, Andrade fired at Pa- 
risi, who returned the shot with fa- 
tal effect. 

The defense expects to show that 
Andrade, upon arriving at the Smith 
home for his supper, saw Parisi and 
the girl leave the house. Because 
he was in love with her and was 
jealous of the attentions being paid 
her by Parisi, the defense will en- 
deavor to show that Andrade secured 
a revolver from Miss Smith's father 
and started in hot purusit of the 
lovers.

Edward W. Spencer, hero of the 


Lady Elgin disaster on Lake Michi- 
gan and California pioneer, died 
yesterday morning at his Burbank 
home at the age of 81 years. 

Born in Vermont September 20, 
1836, Mr. Spencer sprang into na- 
tional prominence in 1857, when the 


steamer Lady Elgin foundered off 


Evanston, III. As a student lifeguard 
he volunteered to help in the res- 
cue of the passengers of the sinking 
vessel, and alone and unaided 


broyght seventeen to shore before 


the ship went down. 
“Did I do my best?” he said as 
he fainted after the seventeenth 


rescue, words that are immortalized. 


in a Methodist hymn Death, ac- 
cording to the attending physician, 
was directly due to the hardships of 
that wild day, which made him a 
semi-invalid for the rest of his life. 

A bronze tablet in the library 
building of Northwestern University 
at Evanston commemorates Mr. 
Spencer's heroic deed. The loss of 
life in the Lady Elgin disaster 
totaled 279 persons. 

With his wife, Mr. Spencer came 
to California thirty years ago, and 
for five years was in business in 
Los Angeles. Later they moved to a 
ranch near the city, and still later 
to Burbank, where they resided at 
No. 220 San Jose avenue. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Spencer 
leaves three daughters, Mrs. R. H. 
Gunnis of San Diego, Mrs. H. H. 
Hunt of Gorman. and Mrs. Carl 
GyUstrom of Santa Barbara 

The funeral will be held Friday 
at the Burbank Methodist Church, 
where the body will lie in state from 
10 to 10:30 o’eclock a.m. Services 
will be in charge of Rev. C. Barker 
of the church, of which the deceased 
was a member. Burial will be in 
Forest Lawn Cemetery.
